The claims of this application set forth a "stem 
cell mobilization factor" compound defined by desired 
properties, and said claims include the use of all 
compounds having said properties. However, only a small 
part of the claimed compounds are disclosed within the 
meaning of PCT Article 5, and the claims are not fully 
supported by the description within the meaning of PCT 
Article 6. 

In addition, even taking into account common general 
technical knowledge at the time of filing, it is 
impossible to designate the range of compounds having the 
properties of a "stem cell mobilization factor", 
therefore the aforementioned claims do not fulfil the 
requirement of clarity within the meaning of PCT Article 
6.
